INDEPENDENT CLAIMS 1 AND 8: 

2. The document D1 (abstract; figures 1 ,2; column 3, lines 9-43) is regarded as being 
the closest prior art to the subject-matter of claim 1 , and shows a cold-gas-dynamic 
spraying (CCDS) method for coating a metal layer on a substrate. The subject-matter 
of claim 1 differs from this known method in that a bonding layer is applied by CGDS 
before the electrically conductive layer material is deposited. The subject-matter of 
claim 1 is therefore new (Article 33(2) PCT). 

2.1 . This bonding layer is improving the adhesion of the electrically conductive material to 
the substrate. Although document D2 (abstract) discloses a wiring pattern deposited 
on a substrate, the wiring pattern consisting of a bonding layer (anti-degradation 
layer, 13) and a electrically conductive layer (copper,4) deposited on top of the 
bonding layer, thereby improving the adhesion of the conductive layer tot the 
substrate, the document D2 does not disclose nor suggest in combination with 
document D1 that these different layers can be deposited with a CGDS method 
Therefore the subject-matter of claim 1 of the present application is considered as 
involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT). 

2.2. For the same reasons as above the subject-matter of independent claim 8 is novel 
and inventive. Claims 2-7 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the 
requirements of the PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step 
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INDEPENDENT CLAIM 9: 



The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 9 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. ' 

Document D1 (abstract; figure 1 ; column 3 lines 9-43) discloses (the references in 
parentheses applying to this document) an CDGS-apparatus (1 0) comprising: a drive 
mechanism, a cold gas-dynamic spraying device (34) and means for controlling the 
device to provide relative movement between the CGDS device and a substrate 
(column 3, lines 11-16). 
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
